Northeastern University, and a 
group of his colleagues in 1966, 
It has been accepted by the School 
Committee, but never fully adapted 
nor implemented, ! 

At the School Committee’s most 
recent meeting, Committeewoman 
Virginia Cole questioned the School 
Committee’s recent budget provi= 
sion for the position of personnel 
director, and pointed out that the 
Dethy Report recoinmends an as- 
sistant superintendent for seconde= 
ary schools, but: does not ree 
commend a persénnel director, 
She said she has not decided how 
she feels about the assistant super= 


intendent .recommended in the 
Dethy report, but that she does 
believe the personnel position 
should not be created without a 
discussion of both. Committee= 
man Richard Katz declared that 
the need for a personnel director 
had not been justified to his satis- 
faction either, and that he had 
never heard of it before the meete 
ing. in which it was included in the 
budget. 5 

Committeeman Fred Fitzgerald 
pointed out that a personnel direc= 
tor could take over some time= 
consuming applicant=screening 
work, and both Fitzgerald and 
Chairman Louis Galbiati said they 
thought a personnel director also 
could handle personnel negotia=- 
tions with the AEA, 

Mrs, Cole expressed her oppo= 


sition to having a fourth adminis= 
trator responsible for teacher re= 
cruitment or screening, as it would 
tend to decrease the involvement 
of either the superintendent, the 
principal or the department head, 
each of which she considers essen= 
tial, 

Committeeman William Doherty 
remarked on the need for some= 
one to become proficient on the 
complex subjéct of government

Phillips. F ocuses On Off Campus Education 


ae 


(Editor’s Note: This is the last 
of four articles discussing the 
work of the Phillips Academy 
Steering committee and some of 
its specific recommendations. The 
report is of general interest be- 
cause of Phillips’ position as one 
of the leading independent schools 
in America. The course of educa- 
tion in such institutions cannot 
help but have ar influence on the 
course of education in general.) 


In turning its focus to the im= 
portance of ‘‘off campus educa= 
tional experience’’ the Phillips 
Academy steering committee re= 
port first reiterates a concept 
stressed in earlier sections of the 
215 page document, 

‘*. , . we have suggested that the 
issue of relevance is an important 
one: we believe that important 
questions of value and policy arise 
from the observation that changes 
in our culture have caused an in= 
creasing divergence between the 
life of a boy in a boarding school 
and the lives of those who remain 
in the home community and that, 
as a result, it becomes increas= 
ingly difficult for young meflin such 
a school as Andover to understand 
the values of a way of life that

The committee alludes to recent 
discussion of college authorities 
on the advantages of ‘‘dis= 
continuous education” or 
**dropping out’® for a time, the PA 
report stressing that ‘‘if the edue 
cational process provided for an 
interplay between academic study 
in the seclusion of the campus 
and practical involvement in the 
affairs of the world outside,”’ the 
need for this discontinuity ‘“‘might 
be less necessary or less pre= 
valent’, 


Suggesting ways in which Phile 
lips Academy can provide its stu= 
dents with the sort of total involve= 
ment a boy needs, the report also 
makes the point that ‘*broadening 
the experience of individual stue 
dents can do as much to broaden 
the school as any amount of diver= 
sity in the origins of the student 
body.°” 


Specific proposals for such ex= 
periences include continuing exist= 
ing programs such as the com= 
munity service program which 
involves boys as volunteers in 
Greater Lawrence area hospitals 
and tutorial programs; the sum= 
mer program in which newly grad= 
uated seniors acted as tutors and 
counselors to students from the 
Lawrence school system; and the 
various summer experiences of PA 
students as Boys Club camp coun= 
selors and volunteer hospital 
workers. 

The report states, however, that 
it sees a different and more signi- 
ficant value in finding ways to 
relate ‘“‘social service to the in= 
tellectual investigation of social 
problems’*: 


**. . » practical involvement with 
actualities can stimulate the desire 
to investigate them intellectually, 
and on the other hand, study can 
contribute to increased undere 
standing of experience,”* 


The committee cites one suc= 
cessfull arrangement in which a 
small group of seniors combined 
the opportunities given by thepro= 


‘ visions for senior independent 


work with social service under 
the community service program, 


“*In effect, they substituted for 
the minor course normally re= 
quired for seniors aprogramcome 
bining work in the Essex County 
Training School with a seminar in 
which they sought understanding, 
through readings on the contem= 
porary city and discussions with 
professional people in various ur= 
ban institutions.’® From every 


to have been educationally valid 
and of great importance inthelives 
of the boys who undertook it,’* 

Another key concern of the com= 
mittee in this section of the report 
is the establishment of school 
sponsored programs ‘“‘that will 
give groups of boys experience in 
environments as foreign to many 
of them as foreign countries would 
be. We refer to the experience of 
living among and working with the 
‘segment of society that Harrington 
calls ‘the Other America’’, 


Last summer one suchprogram, 
jointly sponsored by Andover and 
Exeter in Boston’s South End, ine 
volved six Andover boys as well 
as volunteers from Exeter and 
Boston, Directed by religion in= 
structor Timothy Callard as 
part of Boston’s South End Settle= 
ment Program, it gave the boys 
wide freedom to work in areas 
where they could use their pare 
ticular interests and abilities = 
through specific agencies, camps 
and playgrounds or in tutorial 
work, 


Finally, the report proposes 
“the more adventurous step of 
providing opportunities for educa= 
tion away from the campus in 
place of a period of time normally 
spent in school,”’ 


Specifically, ‘“‘we propose an 
arrangement under which a group 
of boys who have taken an appro= 
priate introductory course during 
the preceding terms would leave 
the campus for the spring term to 
live and work with their own 
instructors in another environ= 
ment,”” 


As an example a program spon= 
sored by Exeter is cited where 
fifteen boys spent the spring term 
in Washington, D, C, where they 
lived together and worked as in= 
terns in Congressional and ad= 
ministrative offices while simule 
taneously carrying on their work 
in English and history, They re- 
turned to Exeter for the summer to 
complete the remainder of their 


course work, 


In its report the PA committee 
states that it conceives of an An= 
dover program involving uppere 
middlers with a term of practical 
experience and study of ‘‘social 
problems in an urban ene 
vironment’? and refers again to 
it as an outgrowth of a course in 
social studies which is being 
developed as part of a four-year 
sequence of inter=disciplinary 
courses which have not yet been 
fully planned but which members 
of the faculty are currently work= 
ing on as anintegral step in follow= 
ing up on Steering Committee re-

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Editorial Comment 


A Question Of Values 


Some young people in Andover are experimenting with 
drugs, marijuana mostly. A few are more deeply involved. 

Furthermore, authorities consider it perfectly safe to 
speculate on the basis of teenage talk that a fair number 
of others have been curious enough to test the effect of 
pep pills on their senses or take advantage of summer 
freedom at the beach to try a marijuana smoke. 

These are the basic facts about drug abuse in Andover, 
those that can be openly discussed without complicating 
the job of ferreting out serious offenders and those who 


keep them supplied. 


This newspaper has been deliberately cautious about 
its handling of the news that since the opening of school 
last fall, there have been growing indications that there 
are school-age teenagers in the youthful group that is 
contributing to what must now be recognized as a LOCAL 
drug abuse problem. In the first place, most of the in- 
formation circulated has been based on rumor rather than 
evidence. In addition, it has seemed important to keep 
the problem in perspective — Andover is not a hotbed of 
drug abuse, its schools are not rampant with students 
beady-eyed from the weed, and it would serve no useful 
purpose to create panic by suggesting that this is the 


situation. 


There is a problem, there is reason for alarm and there 
is reason for action — but there is no reason to assume 
that the young people of Andover are any more or less 
susceptible to the social pressures of ‘their generation 
than the young people of the Roaring Twenties, for 
example, most of whom continued to live conservatively 
in spite of the illegal traffic in bathtub gin. If the dangers 
are greater today it is because teenagers have more free- 
dom to explore the world outside and: the money for ex- 
ploration. The choices they make, however, as the princi- 
pal of the high school points out, will be based on values 
that have been a long time in forming. They will not be 


corrupted over night. 


It is the layer by layer development of these values 
rather than the fear of wholesale drug abuse that should 
be of prime concern. This we know because of the diffi- 
culties police have encountered in trying to control local 
drug abuse. Their investigations are complicated and 
delayed because law abiding teenagers who could give 
evidence, or information that could eventually produce 
evidence, refuse to come forward. They are bound by what 
both school and police officials label as a ‘‘code,’’ a 
code that binds young people together regardless of their 


stripe. 


It is understandable that those involved with drug ex- 
perimentation or with the sale of drugs are interested in 
protection. They stand to benefit from it. 

Loyalty is misplaced, however, when it keeps honest 
people from cooperating to protect society from the dis- 
-honest. It becomes a question of values. 

There. have been repeated reminders in recent years 
that many Americans will go to great lengths to avoid 
becoming involved — at the scene of a crime or an acci- 
dent, in court and elsewhere. Now it appears that the 
sins of the fathers are being visited upon the children. ° 

If we want to get concerned, here is something to really 
get concerned about. It is a symptom of the sort of per- 
sonal weakness that produces major social problems.

A Look At The Year Past And The Year Ahead 


The year 1967 was an eventful 
year in the life of Memorial Hall 
Library, for it was during that 
year that Miss Miriam Putnam, 
Andover’s beloved librarian, took 
her leave after almost three dee 
cades of service to the Town. 

In her years here Miss Putnam, 
a woman of complete probity, took 
a rather sober yet venerable in= 
stitution and infused it with life, 
making it an active center of learn= 
ing and culture; she did not regard 
herself solely as a classifier and 
custodian of books but as a vital 
link between her clientele and the 
library’s collection, It would be 
difficult to calculate the influence 
for good which Miss Putnam has 
had upon the community, 

Also in 1967, the dignified and 
gentlemanly Arthur W, Reynolds 
resigned as chairman of the 
library’s board of trustees, Mr, 
Reynolds contributed immeasure 
ably to the success of Memorial 
Hall Library’s programs by pro= 
viding that right and rare combina» 
tion of courage and intelligence 
where and when it was needed, 

The year 1967 was the first full 
year in the new and expanded 
quarters, The brightened, attrace 
tive, well-appointed main reading 
room has made Memorial Hall 
Library a far more spacious and 
inviting place to visit; and as a 
result greater use is being made 
of the library’s facilities than 
before, Of the 21,000 residents of 
Andover, some 12,000 ranging 
from pre-schoolers to nonagena= 
rians, are registered borrowers 
at Memorial Hall Library. At the 
end of 1967, the collection of books 
has reached the 75,000 mark; in 
1967 alone some 9,000 volumes 
‘were added, 

The library subscribes to a few 
hundred periodicals, many of them 
foreign, has a collection of some 
1,600 phonograph records, 82 
prints, numerous reels of micro= 
film, and a good representative 
sampling of foreign language 
books. Memorial Hall is also a 
member of the New England Film 
Cooperative, 

This year the library became 
one of seven in Eastern Massachue 
setts chosen to serve as sub= 
regional centers for inter-library 
loan, This is an honor for it re= 
flects the high esteem which the 
Andover library enjoys in the Come 
monwealth; Our library serves 25 
others in neighboring communities 
in Northern Essex County, stretche 
ing from Amesbury in the north to 
Reading in the south, As a sub= 
regional center it serves as a re= 
ference bureau and back-up library

should be moving in, and what 
additional services they would 
like, Libraries are no longer 
merely book=oriented, but are fast 
becoming material centers. 

Memorial Hall will make every 
effort to keep well abreast of the 
audio-visual field and will be allo= 
cating a considerable portion of 


its budget to some of these newer 
media, Already for 1968 a micro= 
film reader-printer has been pure 
chased and the supply of various 
magazines and newspapers on 
microfilm is growing at a great 
clip. 

There are numerous. activities 
which the library can embark 
upon-film programs, discussion 
groups, training in the use of the 
library, closer tie-ins with more 
groups and organizations in Town, 
cooperative buying with the schools 
and so forth, The questionnaire 
will provide for an expression of 
Andoverians’ wishes, 

One sour note prevails, It is 
learned with much sadness that 
many adults are staying away from 
the library because they feel it is 
overrun by students = many of them 
boisterous and unruly, It is the 
hope of the staff that the unruly 
can be kept in check, and the in= 
corrigibles kept away altogether 
until they learn to behave like 
adults in order that the needs of 
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the serious and mature canbe met,

The fact that it is scheduled at 
all is an indication that the school 
department is concerned about re= 
ports of drug abuse in Andover, 
even though both school and police 
officials have said more than once 
that they are well enough informed 
to feel confident that only a very 
few young people in Andover are 
involved, (Though public mention 
of the problem here is relatively 
new, police investigations of it 
are not, Det, Sgt. Robert Deyer= 
mond reports that police efforts 
are hampered, however, by the 
difficulty of locating reliable wite 
nesses who will give evidence.) 


Home Important 

High School Principal Philip 
Wormwood said this week that 
public schools can be aggressive 
about informing students that it is 
dangerous to play with drugs and 
showing them why, but that the 
major responsibility for com= 
bating drug abuse lies with the 
home, ‘“‘If parents fail to instill 
right attitudes and values in 
children,’® said Wormwood, ‘‘it 
is extremely difficult for other 
organizations to do so, Other ore 


ganizations have a responsibility” 


for supplementing home training, 
but young people make their ime 
portant decisions based on per= 
sonal values which are many years 
in the making,’’ 

He commented that drinking and 
the rising rate of juvenile deline 
quency are similar social pro= 
blems. To illustrate that educate 
ing young people to the harm that 
can result from a certain choice 
does not necessarily result in a 
change in the choice, Wormwood 
referred specifically to smoking, 
and said statistics indicate that 
more people are smoking than ever 
before, even though information 
about its harmful effects has been 
well disseminated,

“American society is tending 


to depend more and more on its 
public schools to develop basic 
values, probably because we have 
a captive audience and because 
we are equipped to present an ore 
ganized program,’® Wormwood 
said, ‘But these alone, cannot 
supplant the influence of the home 
or of the total community.” 

Pointjng out that we cannot iso- 
late young people from actualities, 
Wormwood said: ‘‘If drugs are 
procurable, each young person 
must make his or her own deci= 
sion about them, The community 
should develop an alertness to the 
problem ahd be aware that critical 
situations can develop, particular= 
ly during the summer when young 
people are away from the influence 
of the school and frequently away 
from close supervision by their 
parents as well. Such situations 
can affect attitudes and results in 
unfortunate decisions which bring 
problems into the community and 
into the schools.’® ‘‘The commue 
nity should also be aware that our 
young people are influenced by 
those a little older, a few of whom 
try to persuade them to experi= 
ment with drugs,’ he continued, 

Speaking of the major role stue 
dents will play in formulating the 
plan for an academic attack on the 
drug problem Wormwood added: 
“Placing the responsibility for 
developing our high school proe 
gram on drug abuse on young 
people themselves should result 
in the kind of program they need 
and want,’’
